While money Is a major factor 
In thalr failure to do so, the "more 
ehislre bat more fundamental" 

reasons why many brillian youths 
do not gos as far as thev can and 
should in their education and 
traini ng, Ralph C. U. Flynt be- 
lltfw, oocht to interest the nation 
and educators In general and stu- 
dent counselors in particular. 
Ralph C. M. Pljmt, acting director 
of tbe atudont personiiel services 
branch of the OTlloe of Wueatlon's 
dlvlikm of higher education, has 
a five-point proposal, concerned 
both with the questions of eco- 
noiQici and of "talant tdenUilca- 



Wasted Talent 
The problem of "undeveloped 
talent," Mr. Flynt said in a repOTt 
In the Office of Sducatlon's publi- 
Wtloo, '*8diool Life," concerns 
"that considerable body of youth 
of the highest level of ability who 
graduate from high school but fall 
to attend ooUege." estimated at 
1S04NNI axmually, or one-half of the 
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top 25 per cent In aMllty, "and of 
that smaller but still considerable 
body of equal ability who fall even 
to graduate from high achool,"

"Some obeerver s have assumed 

from the (n"oss numbors of our 
college population that all is well," 
he said. But while it is true that 
there has been a "considerable" in- 
crease In college attendance in the 
eighteen -to-twenty-one age group 
—from 15.3 per cent In 1940 to 24 
per cent in 1953, and a numerical 
increase from 1,364^ in the fall 
of 1090 to 2,4764)00 In the fan of 
1954 — this increase has not includ- 
ed "the considerable body of un- 
deveioix'd talent to which I refer." 

A summary of factors have pre- 
vented theae talented young peo- 
ple — and many of "less conspicu- 
ous" talent — from going to college. 
Among them have been rising tui- 
tion costs and Ironically a lio the 
post World War IT eiiiptoyment 
picttU'e that has caused many 
young people to forego college in 
favor of tempting Jobs. 

But the "more elusive and more 
fundamental" reasons for this sit- 
uation, Mr. Plynt said, "are In the 
subtle setting in which the fragile 
ftefirar of motivation. is nourished." 
The Reaeons 

Tiro factors, research has Indi- 
cated — markedly good work in sec- 
ondary school and indications of 
high intellectual ability, .say, on 
test scores — Induct college attend- 
ance. Two other factors — eco- 
nomic status and lacking "desire"* 
for education — ^"are of greater im- 
portance in preventing college at- 
tendance, certainly in th^ instance 
of the top-level stud^tac who fails 
to reach college." 

But there is much still to be dis- 
covered: how many students of 
good Intellectual but poor financial 
ability would go to college if given 
financial a.s.si.stance'' One .study 
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Mr. Flynt said, has indicated that 
about half would, but a "reliable 
nationwide picture" ha.s yet to be 
drawn. If the number could be 
fixed, he believes, then the finan- 
cial need could be bauged and re- 
sources to meet it looiced for. 

"I predict." he observed, "that 
when all the evidence is in we are 
golDff to find the view of one ob- 
server who saki, 'IfoiMf Is not 
everything. It li just Oie only 
thing," substantially corroborated. 
I suspect also that we will find 
after we have passed the category 
where numey is the controlling 
factor that it is highly correlated 
with other factors " 

Family Bacli|Tound 

Some studies have already indi- 
cated what the other "factors" are. 
Mr. Flynt dtes one study diowlng 
that three times as many children 
of professionals attend college as 
of craftsmen and unskilled factory 
workers. Other etudles show a 
range of college attendance among 
different states, among parts of a 
single state and between urban 
and rural areas. 

Another "factor" worth study: 
girls usiwlly exeell as high school 
students, but their enrollment in 
college Is one-third that of men. 
What are the geographical, racial, 
social factors? What of the par- 
allel potential among Negro srouth? 

To "help us markedly to insure 
that all able youth receive opti- 
mum education and training," Mr. 
Flynt has five suggestions: 

First, it shookl be determined 
"with reasonable accwacy" how 
many more young people would 
attend college if funds were avail- 
able to them. Then the present 
scholarship and practioes should 
be "overhauled" where necessary 
and additional programs created 
"by the unified or parallel efforts 
of the institution, the states, pri- 
vate doners and others," to reach 
"with certainty" those whose sole 
deterrent from college is financial 
need. 

Second, Mr. Flynt proposes a 
large-scale, at least state-wide 
"talent identiflcation program," a 
testing program or something more 
extensive, reaching down into the 
early years of the high school to 
identify pOtMHtial talents. 

Third, a method of studying and 
analyzing individual motivation- 
should be developed, one that 
school people could use — not Just 
specialized sociologists and psy- 
chologists. 

The Oeal 

Fourth, he urges co-ordination 
between counseling and student 
personnel services in .secondary 
schools and colleges, and fifth, the 
eehools and college must enlist 
the community's help In their 
"talent identification" and motiva- 
tional determinations. 

"I make no claims that college 
going should be the only goal of 
the bright student," Mr. Flynt em- 



phasised. "Those walks of life 
which do not require college prep- 
aration must also have their fair 
share of brains. I do suggest, how- 
ever, that college attendance 
ilioaki be a possible goal of thu 
group for personal development 
and better civic service."

Dr. Donovan Writes Back 
His Impressions Of Europe 



Leaving the United States Jime 
15th on the liner "nandre". Dr. 
and lira. Herman L. Donovan, ac- 
companird hy Mr. and Mrs. Steph- 
en A. Rapier, visited in Paris for 
a week. This Is ItfS iBVNHlOB Of 
the famous city: 

"Paris is not the gay Paris it 
nnre was: it hmk'- like a respect- 
able lady wtiinn^; her outworn 
clothing of an earlier period, but 
still proud and haughty, and I may 
say, defiant. I was here in ItM 
and I do not "believe that they have 
used a gallon of paint in the years 
in between. It looks considerably 
"run doim at the heel", however 
I am told that it is very prosperous 
at the present time, 
tween Paris today and what it was 
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19 years ago Is the number of au- 
tomobiles. The streets are nar- 
row—most of them— and ears are 
thick as flea.s on a dog. It is even 
wormse than it Ls in New York. 
I am told that traffic aooMMMi 
are dreadfully high. . . 

Or. Donovan writes in another 
letter, of Spain: 

"We traveled by tnla tnm Urn 
Freneh-Spamah border to Midnd, 

passing through the great moun- 
tains that separate the.se countries 
and some magnificent scenery. 
Alter climbing up several thou- 
sand feet, tiM train descended, and 
we came down onto a plain of 
fairly even land which was fre- 
quently broken bjr tragi HoaiB tad 
rocky hills. . 

As we left the mountains the 
land became very dry; in some 
places the crops were being irri- 
gated from deep wells. Wheat was 
the main crop and it looked good. 
People were haiiresting it Jxist as 
their ancestors had for 2000 years. 
We saw men, women and children 
with donkeys and oxen treading 
and threshing the wheat. Part of 
the country through which we 
passed looked like a rocky desert; 
It must be very difficult for the 
people to make a living tnm aneh 
poor soil. . . ." 

Speaking of .spending July 4th 
in Madrid, he .says that only the 
Americans In the city realize the 
Importance ci ibii &Kf. Be con- 
tinues — In another letter — to toft 
of the Spanish condition: 

"... I have been impressed with 
the numbers of poor oeople, those 
who have never haa enough to 
eat, people who are poorly housed, 
those who are poorly educated. 
. . . There are too many such jjeo- 
ple on tiiis ea rth. If we could 
aboUsn war forever and qpend the 
money we spend for armaments 
on education, building better 
homes, furnishing cheaper food 
. . . this would be a better world. 
The cost of past wan and wars 
we expect to come kaap moat of 
the world poor. 

We (he and Mrs Donovan) . . . 
pray that when the great leaders 
of the U.S., Great Britain, France, 
and Russia meet ... at Geneva 
that they may find some way to 
bring permanent peace to the 
world. . . . Unfortunately, I see 
no hope on the horizon. . . ." 

Southern Florida and the Riv- 
iera are c^pared in one of his 
letters. ". . . the Riviera (is) some- 
what like southern Florida, but 
more beautiful because of the hills 
and mountains back of the dtlee 
on the eoast of the sea . . . Ttwra^ 
is a wonderful beach here (at 
Nice) although we have not gone 
swimming. 

When they sail on August 8, it 
will be from Southhampton, Eng- 
land, as p iisi n ge ii of, ttaa "Da De 
France".
